A. Yes. The patient will always 
pa y* the first $50 in medical ex- 
ipemses each calendar year, and 
medical insurance pays 80% of 
due reasonable charges after that. 
The patient pays the remaining 
20% of the bills. For example, 
if you had medical expenses total¬ 
ing $250 in 1967, deduct the first 
$5 0 as your personal expense; 
medical insurance pays 80% of 
the remaining $200, or $160. You 
would also pay the remaining $40, 
which, added to your $50, would 
maike a total of $90 for the whole 
year. 

Q. When a person has a doctor 
bill] or other medical bill covered 
by medical insurance, how does 
he get his money back? 

A. There are two methods of 
claiming medical insurance ben¬ 
efits. First, is the payment to the 
doctor method. Under the pay¬ 
ment to the doctor method, the 
d&ctor sends in the claim and re¬ 
ceives payment for that part of 
the bill covered by our medical 
insurance. When he sends in the 
claim, the doctor agrees to ac¬ 
cept the insurance carriers’ de¬ 
termination of reasonable charges. 
The doctor would bill the patient 
for his 20% share of the reason¬ 
able charge and any part of the 
$51 deductible not yet met. The 
second method is the payment to 
the patient method. The patient 
pays the bill and ^either has the 
doctor fill out the top part of the 
claims form or obtains a receipt 
from the doctor. The patient com¬ 
pletes the request for payment 
farm attaches the itemized bills, 
and sends it to the proper insur¬ 
ance carrier. The patient is then 
paid by the payment office. 

Q. Is it important that the re¬ 
quest for payment be completed 
properly? 

A. Yes! Very important! All 
questions should be completed. 
Trie name and social security 
number should be exactly as 
shown on the medicare identifica- 
ti on card. The form should be 
signed and properly addressed. 
Any errors or ommissions may 
result in a delav of navment.
